INTERRACIAL  CONFERENCE 
of 

Ministers  Organized  in  Ahoskie 

With  hope  of  improving  racial 
relations  between  the  two 
groups,  an  interracial  Baptist 
Ministers  Conference  was  form- 
ed in  Ahoskie  recently  by  a 
group  of  19  white  and  Negro 
Baptist  Ministers  from  three 
counties. 

Meeting  in  the  Ahoskie  Bap- 
tist Church,  the  ministers  elected 
the  Rev.  J.  B.  Daily  Jackson,  as 
president;  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Patter- 
son, vice-president;  Dr.  P.  A. 
Bishop,  president  of  the  General 
Baptist  State  Convention  of 
N.  C,  Inc.,  secretary ;  and  the 
Rev.  Chester  A.  Hart,  associate 
secretary. 

The  ministers  represented 
Baptist  churches  in  Bertie, 
Northampton,  and  Hertford 
counties. 

Sponsor  of  the  group,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Creech,  told  the  church 
leaders  "that  such  a  group  is 
needed  to  develop  better  under- 
standing between  the  two  races 
and  to  be  mutually  helpful." 

The  Rev.  H.  L.  Mitchell,  Negro 
farm  agent  for  Gates  County 
and  pastor  of  several  churches, 
told  the  group  that  there  were 
good  reasons  for  the  conference.

Born  in  Troutman,  N.  C.  (Iredell  County),  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Sherrill  received  his  high  school  training 
in  Statesville.  He  was  graduated  from  Shaw 
University  in  1936  with  the  A.B.  and  B.D.  degrees. 
He  has  had  advanced  work  in  theology  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  New  York. 

The  Rev.  Sherrill  will  work  directly  under  an 
administrative  committee  that  was  elected  also 
during  the  special  session.  The  committee  is 
composed  of  President  P.  A.  Bishop,  Dr.  O.  S.

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Reminiscences  of  1947 

The  year  1947  was  indeed  an  eventful  year  of 
North  Carolina  Baptist.  There  was  at  least  one 
outstanding  happening  of  state-wide  attraction 
during  each  of  the  twelve  months. 

For  a  review,  we  are  listing  by  months  some  of 
the  events  which  were  carried  in  the  Baptist 
Informer. 

January 

On  the  3rd  day  of  the  year,  the  five  trustees 
of  the  General  Baptist  State  Convention,  signed 
a  Deed  of  Trust  and  a  mortgage  in  which  was 
conveyed  to  the  General  Baptist  State  Convention, 
a  tract  of  land  in  Raleigh  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing a  headquarters. 

February 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Clanton,  former  director  of 
Christian  Educationand  Training,  was  appointed 
field  director  of  the  "50  Thousand"  Club.  The  Rev. 
N.  A.  Cheek,  moderator  of  Original  Shiloh  As- 
sociation, and  member  of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  General  Baptist  State  Convention  for  over 
35  years,  died  following  a  brief  illness. 

March 

Fourteen  One-Day  Associational  Conferences 
were  held  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  convention. 
The  Rev.  Leon  C,  Riddick  offered  his  resignation 
as  director  of  Christian  Education  and  Training  to 
assume  the  pastorate  of  the  Fountain  Baptist 
Church  in  Summit,  N.  J.  Winston-Salem,  Baptists 
in  a  quarterly  drive,  raised  over  $4,000.00  for  the 
objectives  of  the  convention. 

April 

Sixteen  One-Day  Associational  Conferences 
were  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Convention.  In 
its  Annual  meeting,  the  Shaw  University  board 
of  trustees,  made  provision  for  an  increase  in 
faculty  salaries,  approved  the  purchase  of  an  army 
chapel  to  be  reconstructed  on  the  Shaw  campus 
for  worship,  and  approved  a  student  body  of  ap- 
proximately 835  students. 

May 

Dr.  J.  W.  Hairston,  pastor  of  the  Mt.  Zion 
Baptist  Church  in  Asheville,  and  former  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  General  Convention,  died  two  weeks 
after  Dedication  ceremonies  were  held  in  connec- 
tion with  the  clearance  of  indebtedness  on  the 
marvelous  plant  of  Mt.  Zion.  Eight  Associational 
conferences  were  held.  Baptists  in  Wilmington 
under  the  chairmanship  of  the  Rev.  R.  Irving 
Boone,  observed  Annual  Mission  Days  and  report- 
ed $640.58.  One  hundred  and  ten  seniors  were 
awarded  degrees  during  the  82nd  commencement 
at  Shaw  University.  Dr.  0.  S.  Bullock  of  Raleigh, 
and  Dr.  William  Holmes  Borders  of  Atlanta,  were 
awarded  Honorary  degress  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 
Dr.  Borders  gave  the  final  address,  and 
Dr.  J.  Jasper  Freeman  of  Norfork,  Va.,  preached 


the  Baccalaureate  sermon.  The  Rev.  C.  E.  Griffin, 

former  executive  secretary  of  the  convention,  was 
elected  president  of  the  General  Alumni  Associa- 
tion of  S'haw  University  during  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  body. 

June 

The  Annual  Ministers'  and  Women's  Leadership 
Training  Conference,  sponsored  by  Shaw  Univer- 
sity, was  held  at  the  institution  with  a  record 
enrollment.  Five  One-Day  Associational  Confer- 
ences were  conducted  by  the  executive  secretary 
and  the  field  representative.  A  week's  Training 
Conference  for  Sunday  School  and  B.T.U.  workers 
was  held  at  Shaw  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
convention.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Edwin  Luther  Cunning- 
ham, pastor  of  the  St.  Paul  Baptist  Church  of 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  was  special  conference  guest. 
July 

Annual  meetings  of  the  Rising  Star,  County 
Line,  East  Cedar  Grove,  and  High  Point  Associa- 
tions were  held.  Anniversary  services  commenora- 
ting  40  years  of  service  of  Dr.  J.  T.  Hairston  as 
pastor,  was  commenced  at  the  Shiloh  Baptist 
Church  in  Greensboro. 

August 

Annual  sessions  of  the  State  Sunday  School  and 
Baptist  Training  Union  Conventions  were  held  in 
Raleigh  at  Martin  Street  Baptist  Church  and  Shaw 
University.  The  session  approved  resolutions 
commending  Governor  Cherry  for  his  magnificent 
example  in  attempting  to  administer  justice  and 
to  guarantee  to  every  citizen  the  inalienable  rights 
of  life  and  liberty.  The  Rev.  T.  Ewell  Hopkins  of 
West  Washington,  D.  C,  was  the  feature  speaker. 
A  successful  session  of  the  Woman's  Home  and 
Foreign  Convention  of  N.  C.  was  held  at  the  Mars 
Hill  Baptist  Church  of  Winston-Salem.  There  was 
an  estimated  attendance  of  600  representing  every 
section  of  the  state.  A  blue  print  of  the  proposed 
New  Headquarters  was  approved.  Miss  Luella 
Dickens,  director  of  Vacation  Bible  School  of  the 
Convention,  became  the  bride  of  the  Rev.  Chancey 
Edwards  of  Elm  City,  in  a  double  ring  ceremony 
at  the  Martin  St.  Church  in  Raleigh,  with  the 
Rev.  P.  H.  Johnson  officiating. 

September 

Climaxing  fifty  years  of  ceaseless  service  to 
others,  the  Lott  Carey  Foreign  Mission  Conven- 
tion, held  an  enthusiastic  Golden  Jubilee  session 
at  the  First  Church  of  Roanoke,  Va.  The  fiscal 
year  of  the  General  Convention  closed  with 
receipts  of  $130,524.40  reported. 

October 

Meeting  in  the  First  African  Church  in 
Goldsboro  where  it  was  organized  80  years 
previously,  the  General  State  Convention  approved 
a  budget  of  $165,000.00  for  the  next  Conventional 
year  and  reelected  all  of  its  officers.  Dr.  J.  H.. 
•lackson  of  Chicago,  111.  and  Dr.  V.  W.  McLawler,

In  a  special  session  of  the  General  Convention, 
the  Rev.  O.  L.  Sherrill  was  elected  executive 
secretary.  A  committee  on  administration  was  also 
elected.  Members  elected  were — President  P.  0. 
Bishop,  Dr.  0.  S.  Bullock,  the  Rev.  L.  W.  Wertz, 
Dr.  A.  S.  Croom,  E.  M.  Butler  and  President  R.  P. 
Daniel  of  Shaw,  associate  member.

The  prophecy  of  Jesus  Christ 
came  hundreds  of  years  before 
Jesus  did,  but  finally  He  came 
and  truly  was  God  the  Son  in 
our  midst.  The  miracles  that 
He  performed,  the  words  He 
spoke,  the  grace  He  bestowed — 
all  of  them  declared  His  deity. 
The  Son  was  nailed  to  the  Cross 
and  there  He  died;  He  was  laid 
in  the  grave,  where  an  unbeliev- 
ing world  expected  Him  to  stay, 
but  He  rose  and  ascended  to  the 
right  hand  of  God  the  Father. 
Jesus  is  not  here  in  person,  so 
He  cannot  lead  us,  but  He  gave 
the  promise  of  a  Comforter.  He 
said,  "I  will  not  leave  you  com- 
fortless .  .  .  nevertheless  ...  it 
is  expedient  for  you  that  I  go 
away."  On  the  Mount  of  Olives 
when  He  lifted  His  hands  and 
blessed  the  people  and  ascended 
into  heaven,  angels  reminded 
them  that  they  were  to  tarry  and 
pray  until  they  received  the 
promise  of  the  Father. 

Now,  this  is  the  Dispensation 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  without 
Him  we  cannot  know  the  will  of 
God  or  the  leadership  of  God. 
With  Him,  the  perfect  plan  of 
God  is  revealed.  The  Comforter 
was  not  sent  into  the  world  to 
lead  everyone,  but  only  the  chil- 
dren of  God  were  to  be  led.  An 
unbelieving  world  has  been 
promised  no  Comforter  under 
any  circumstances,  but  we  have 
received  this  promise,  for  we  are 
His.  We  know  that  we  can  be 
directed  of  God  by  the  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  for  in  Romans 
8:14  we  read,  "For  as  many  as 
are  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  they 
are  the  sons  of  God."  I  think 
this  could  be  acceptably  reversed 
for  as  many  as  are  the  sons  of 
God,  they  are  led  by  the  Spirit 
of  God. 

The  Spirit  of  God  has  led  in 
all  spiritual  advances.  When 
reading  his  Bible  while  yet  a 
monk  in  the  Roman  Church,  hid- 
den in  a  convent,  Martin  Luther 


was  moved  by  the  Holy  Spirit. 
He  learned  that  "the  just  shall 
live  by  faith"  and  not  by  works. 
He  wrote  his  thesis,  nailed  them 
on  the  door  of  the  Roman 
Church,  and  a  great  revival 
started. 

Wesley's  heart  was  strangely 
warmed,  and  you  remember  the 
story  of  the  Wesleyan  Revival. 
Today,  as  a  memorial  to  the  lead- 
ing of  the  Spirit  of  God  in  Wes- 
ley's life,  there  is  a  chain  of 
Methodist  churches  around  the 
world. 

It  was  Knox  who  began  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  being 
led  of  the  Spirit,  he  won  thou- 
sands to  a  saving  knowledge  of 
His  matchless  grace.  There  was 
a  shoestore  clerk  in  Chicago,  too, 
whose  name  was  Moody.  The 
Spirit  of  God  moved  his  heart 
and  he  went  into  the  streets  of 
that  great  Windy  City  and  gath- 
ered boys  and  girls  around  him, 
and  told  them  of  the  love  of 
Christ.  He  was  so  led  and 
moved  until  eventually  he  stood, 
as  it  were,  with  one  foot  in  Eu- 
rope and  one  in  America,  rock- 
ing these  two  nations  closer  to 
God  by  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  No  one  dare  say  that 
these  men  were  merely  "smart" 
or  "shrewd."  The  Spirit  of  God 
leads  so  directly  that  He  even 
tells  you  to  turn  to  the  right  or 
left,  and  He  has  not  confined 
Himself  to  one  man  or  communi- 
ty. Thank  God,  He  is  every- 
where! He  convicts  of  sin  and 
righteousness  and  judgment.  No 
man  realizes  his  sin  but  what  the 
Spirit  of  God  has  revealed  it  to 
him.  No  man  knows  what  is 
right  but  what  the  Spirit  of  God 
has  revealed  this.  None  have 
realized  the  full  fear  of  the  judg- 
ment except  the  Holy  Spirit  re- 
veals that  judgment. 

Regardless  of  your  vocation  or 
calling,  if  you  are  a  child  of  God, 
the  Spirit  of  God  will  lead  you, 
proving  which  is  the  wrong  and 
which  is  the  right.  He  is  no  re- 
specter of  persons.  He  careth  for 
you! 


FILL  A  SHIP  WITH 
FRIENDSHIP 

A  shipload  of  clothing,  shoes 
and  bedding  is  the  goal  of  the 
statewide  drive  for  overseas  re- 
lief, January  25-31.  Sponsored 
by  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches,  the  aim  of  the  drive  is 
to  reach  every  household  in  the 
state  in  an  efi'ort  to  "Fill  a  Ship 
with  Friendship."  With  a  ship's 
cargo  estimated  at  31/2  million 
pounds,  that  means  an  average 
of  one  pound  of  goods  from 
everyone  in  the  state  is  needed 
to  reach  the  goal.

Representatives  of 
almost  all  denominations  are 
among  the  leaders  of  the  drive. 
Throughout  the  state,  plans  are 
made  for  house-to-house  collec- 
tions. 

All  materials  contributed  will 
be  sent  overseas  through  the  in- 
terdenominational church  relief 
organization.  Church  World  Ser- 
vice. They  will  go  to  the  Church 
World  Service  Center  at  New 
Windsor,  Maryland,  for  sorting 
and  packing.  Shipment  through 
this  church  agency  guarantees 
that  all  goods  will  be  packed  and 
shipped  promptly,  that  overhead 
costs  will  be  at  a  minimum  and 
that  distribution  will  be  made 
abroad  on  the  basis  of  need 
alone. 

Through  the  new  Church 
World  Service  film,  THIS  ROAD 
WE  WALK,  a  vivid  picture  of 
needs  and  work  overseas  is 
given.  There  are  50  prints  of 
the  motion  picture  in  North  Car- 
olina for  the  drive.  The  film  is 
16mm.  sound  and  about  20  min- 
utes in  length.

The  Rev.  C.  E.  Griffin,  pastor 
of  the  First  Calvary  Baptist 
Church  of  Norfolk,  Va.,  and  for- 
mer executive  secretary  of  the 
General  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion of  N.  C,  Inc.,  was  listed  on 
the  first  Honor  Roll  of  citizens 
of  the  Norfolk,  Portsmouth  and 
Peninsula  areas,  "who  by  their 
exceptional  achievements  in  ten 
categories  of  vital  activity,  and 
by  their  contributions  to  the  gen- 
eral welfare,  eminently  merit  the 
felicitations  of  their  fellowmen." 

The  Honor  Roll  was  inaugu- 
rated by  the  Norfolk  Journal  and 
Guide,  national  weekly  news- 
paper. Selections  were  made  by 
a  distinguished  committee  of  cit- 
izens, in  cooperation  with  the 
Journal  and  Guide. 

In  naming  the  Rev.  Mr.  Grif- 
fin, the  newspaper  gives  the  fol- 
lowing citation : 

"The  Rev.  C.  E.  GriflSn  has  set 
a  laudable  example  of  religious 
leadership  as  pastor  of  the  First 
Calvary  Baptist  Church.  While 
integrating  the  activities  of  his 
church  with  those  of  the  commu- 
nity during  1947,  he  continued 
and  expanded  a  broad  program 
of  educational,  missionary  and 
health  advancement. 

"The  church  now  gives  each 
year  to  home  and  foreign  mis- 
sions a  total  of  $12,000,  the  larg- 
est amount  of  any  Negro  Baptist 
Church  in  the  country.  It  has 
held  this  record  for  the  past 
three  years.  Rev.  Mr.  Griffin's 
church  sponsored  11  students  in 
college  during  1947,  in  some 
cases  paying  the  entire  cost  of 
their  schooling.  It  pays  full 
rent  for  several  poor  families  in 
the  city.  The  church  also  hires 
a  full-time  graduate  nurse  to 
visit  sick  members.  Caring  for 
its  own  old  and  indigent  mem- 
bers, it  does  not  send  them  to  the 
city  home,  but  houses  them  in  its 
own  home  in  the  adjoining 
county. 

"A  credit  union  organized  in 
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June,  1946,  has  grown  through 
skillful  direction  to  a  member- 
ship of  100.  In  addition,  there 
is  a  visual  aid  program  each 
week.  An  annual  leadership 
program  is  conducted  by  the 
pastor. 

"The  chimes  of  First  Calvary 
Baptist  are  heard  for  several 
blocks  each  noon,  reverencing 
the  memory  of  veterans  who 
gave  their  lives  for  the  country 
in  World  War  II. 

"Rev.  Mr.  Griffin,  who  was 
called  to  the  Norfolk  church 
three  years  ago,  is  active  in  va- 
rious community  organizations. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  board  of 
Norfolk  Community  Hospital,  a 
gold  star  member  of  the  execu- 
tive committee  for  the  expansion 
membership  campaign  of  Hun- 
ton  Branch  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and 
president  of  the  local  NAACP."

TOLERANCE  ON  INCREASE 

While  the  American  people,  as 
a  whole,  have  not  been  made 
more  deeply  religious  as  a  result 
of  the  war,  greater  understand- 
ing and  tolerance  is  developing 
between  persons  of  different 
faiths,  according  to  a  survey 
made  by  CBS'  "Guiding  Light" 
author  Irna  Phillips,  who  polled 
4,500  ministers  affiliated  with 
the  Federal  Council  of  Churches 
of  Christ  in  America.  The  "Guid- 
ing Light"  serial's  principal 
character  is  a  minister  who  has, 
during  the  program's  decade  on 
the  air,  dealt  with  a  wide  variety 
of  social  problems  common  to 
every  community.  (CBS,  1:45- 
2:00  PM,  EST.,  Mon.-thru-P'ri. 
From  Hollywood). 

History  is  repeating  itself,  the 
polled  clergymen  believe,  in  a 
post-war  decadence  in  morals 
and  manners.

What  has  82  years  of  Shaw's  influence  meant  to 
the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  ?  Or  putting  it  an- 
other way,  what  would  have  been  the  status  of 
the  Baptists  in  North  Carolina  today  without 
Shaw's  influence? 

How  would  the  Methodist  feel  in  North  Carolina 
without  a  Livingston  College?  How  would  the 
Presbyterian  in  North  Carolina  feel  without  a 
Johnston  C.  Smith  University?  How  would  the 
Episcopalian  feel  in  North  Carolina  without  a 
St.  Augustine's  College  ?  The  Baptists  which  boast 
of  more  members  than  all  the  other  denominations 
combined,  would  feel  like  a  man  with  both  arms 
cut  off  without  Shaw  University. 

The  fact  is,  Shaw  University  is  directly  re- 
sponsible for  the  large  num.ber  of  Baptists  which 
we  have  in  the  State  today. 

Eighty-two  years  ago,  before  the  skies  were 
clear  of  the  smoke  from  the  Civil  War  which 
resulted  in  the  freedom  of  the  slaves,  Tupper, 
a  Baptist  minister,  from  Boston,  came  down  to 
train  Baptist  preachers  and  teachers.  So  the 
"Tupper  School"  got  a  grand  good  start  in  train- 
ing leaders  for  the  church  before  any  of  the  other 
denominations.  The  name  of  the  "Tupper  School" 
was  finally  changed  to  Shaw  University,  because 
of  large  gift  of  several  thousand  dollars  by 
Elijah  Shaw  to  build  the  first  brick  buildings.  So 
back  in  those  early  days,  Shaw  University  stood 
tops  in  Education  in  North  Carolina.  History 
reveals  the  fact  that  Negroes  in  North  Carolina 
had  a  four  year  Baptist  college  in  Raleigh,  the 
capital,  before  there  was  a  four  year  college  in  the 
capital  of  North  Carolina  for  White  people.  This 
fact  gives  one  the  feeling  of  the  powerful  influence 
Shaw  University  had  in  spreading  Baptist  influ- 


ence throughout  North  Carolina  in  those  early 
days  which  now  makes  it  possible  today  for  us 
to  enjoy  and  boast  of  250,000  members  and  about 
1,700  Baptist  churches.  If  today  we  do  nothing  but 
sit  down  and  boast  and  enjoy  the  number  of 
Baptists  we  have  in  North  Carolina,  within  the 
short  space  of  another  82  years  other  denomina- 
tions, including  the  Catholics,  will  rightfully  take 
our  place  and  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  will 
then  be  a  negligible  influence  among  us.  With  no 
school  to  train  leadership  for  the  church,  with  no 
school  of  our  denomination  to  support,  in  the  short 
space  of  four  generations,  the  boot  can  slip  on 
the  other  foot. 

So  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  needs  Shaw 
University  now  as  much  as  it  did  in  any  period  of 
its  history.  If  Baptist  heritage  is  stabilized  in 
North  Carolina  the  Baptists  must  become  Shaw's 
greatest  benefactors  today  and  onward.  This  is  not 
a  trival  matter.  There  are  more  than  100  vacant 
Baptist  churches  in  North  Carolina  today.  We  do 
not  have  enough  room  at  Shaw  to  accomodate 
enough  young  men  in  training  to  take  care  of  the 
vacant  Baptist  churches  which  now  exists. 

Because  of  the  prevalence  of  public  high  schools 
now  scattered  over  the  State  and  five  Public 
Colleges,  most  of  our  churches  from  now  on  are 
going  to  demand  leadership  of  some  training,  or 
else  many  of  their  members  will  turn  in  other 
directions  where  they  can  find  the  type  of  leader- 
ship desired. 

At  this  very  moment,  Shaw  University  is  practi- 
cally our  sole  help  in  meeting  this  demand  not  only 
in  training  further  leadership,  but  also  in  training 
pastors  now  in  service.  Through  its  rural  church 
department,    department    of    Missionary  and 
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Christian  Education,  Ministers'  Institutes,  and 
Summer  courses  at  Shaw,  our  school  is  training 
annually  more  than  1,000  pastors  and  Christian 
workers. 

Imagine  Shaw  University  taken  out  of  Baptist 
influence  today  and  you  will  see  the  cause  of  the 
Baptists  in  North  Carolina  slipping  backwards 
faster  than  the  waters  rushing  down  the  strong 
current  of  a  river.  The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina 
need  Shaw  University. 

Again  let  us  remember  that  the  educational 
influence  in  the  public  schools  will  not  favor  our 
cause  during  the  next  82  years  as  it  has  done  in 
the  past.  The  "State  School  Fact"  as  late  as  1932 
stated  that  65%  of  its  public  school  teachers 
attended  school  at  Shaw  University.  With  many 
teachers  now  being  trained  at  five  State  supported 
colleges  the  above  picture  has  more  than  reversed 
itself.  And  the  churches  throughout  the  State  are 
realizing  a  change.  This  means  that  Shaw's  in- 
fluence needs  to  be  broadened  and  strengthened 
in  its  Extension  Departments,  institutional  service 
to  pastors,  added  emphasis  or  courses  in  Christian 
leadership  through  the  School  of  Religion,  etc. 
The  Baptists  need  this  help  and  influence  from 
Shaw  in  order  to  hold  its  own. 

But  this  additional  service  to  the  Baptists 
cause  will  call  for  additional  finances.  So  that 
brings  us  to  the  second  thought.  "Shaw  University 
needs  the  Baptists." 

Shaw  needs  more  support  from  the  Baptists,  if 
it  is  to  render  greater  service  to  our  cause  in  the 
State.  Shaw  does  not  need  more  support  from 
the  Baptists  in  order  to  exist.  But  if  Shaw  is  to 
increase  her  services  and  influence  to  our  cause, 
which  is  manditory  if  we  are  to  hold  our  own,  she 
must  have  more  support  from  the  cause  that  needs 
her  help  and  influence. 

If  the  Baptists  is  to  continue  to  hold  her  in- 
fluence in  North  Carolina,  plans  should  now  be 
made  by  the  Baptists  to  encourage  each  member 
of  our  1,700  churches  to  make  an  annual  contribu- 
tion to  Shaw  University.  And  the  proper  machin- 
ery should  be  set  in  motion  to  sell  this  need,  as  a 
matter  of  self  preservation  of  our  cause,  to  the 
pastors  of  our  1,700  churches.  The  Baptist  body 
of  North  Carolina  can  save  itself  by  becoming 
Shaw's  greatest  benefactor.  What  a  glorious  op- 
portunity and  challenge  for  the  Baptists  to 
maintain  its  strength  in  the  State,  and  what  a 
glorious  opportunity  and  challenge  Shaw  Univer- 
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sity  will  have  to  strengthen  and  continue  its 
helpful  influence  to  a  great  cause  which  she  has 
so  nobly  challenged  for  82  years.
